Said To Total 
1,191,122 Men 


WASHINGTON, July 
6—The 
Army estimated today that the 
Communists in Korea suffered 
5,958 casualties between June 20 
and 25 to bring their total losses 
since the start of the war to I,* 
191,422. 
The North Koreans have now' 
suffered 606.219 casualties, in­ 
cluding 148.091 prisoners of war, 
and 
the 
Chinese Communists 
have suffered 585,203 including 
17,039 prisoners of war, 
For the June 20-25 period, the 
Army said the Communists had 
3,640 battle and 2,240 non-battle 
casualties. Only 69 prisoners, all 
of them Chinese, were taken dur­ 
ing this period. 
Latest figures indicate that the 
Allies^ including the South Ko­ 
reans, 
have suffered approxi­ 
mately 300,000 battle casualties, 
78,110 of them American. Non­ 
battle casualties for the Allies 
have never 
been included in 
summaries. 
The total of the Communist 
non-battle casualties since the 
start of the war is 164,343.

IN form er decades, the dis­ 
covery of diabetes in a child was 
the equivalent of a d eath w ar­ 
ra nt. The child m ight live a few 
years, but it was scarcely to be 
expected tha t it could survive 
beyond childhood. 
Today, our newer m ethods of 
trea tm ent, the discovery of in­ 
sulin, and our better und e rsta nd ­ 
ing of the care of such children 
ha s changed all tha t, and a better 
f u tile for them 
is assured. This 
is true, however, only w here they 
are carefully observed and guard ­ 
ed aga inst the hazards inherent 
In their condition. 
Other Conditions 
Such youngsters, 
for instance 
are very susceptible to tub ercu­ 
losis. T hey also tend to develop 
k idney disease, as well as heart 
conditions. T hen, too, there is 
the ever-present thre a t of dia­ 
betic coma, though this 
lia s been 
greatly reduced through the use 
of insulin. 
These things are clearly shown 
in a recent study of 2873 children 
who developed diabetes before the 
age of 15. Of these, 472 died, w ith 
tuberculosis and com a account­ 
ing for 20 per cent of the fa ta li­ 
ties, and he a rt and k idney disease 
for alm ost 60 per cent. 
Death Rate Reduced 
Before the era of insulin, the 
dea th rate from diabetic conia 
was 8 6 per cent. In 1944, deaths 
from this ca use dropped to only 
IO per cent, and today the rate 


Is being reduced still further. 
D eaths of 
diabetic 
children 
from tuberculosis 
could be cut 
m aterially by yearly chest X- 
rays, which would m ak e 
possible 
its early discovery and trea tm ent. 
It is very probable tha t most 
cases of 
heart disease among 
diabetic children can be traced 
back to a k idney condition. Where 
this is allowed 
to persist, it will 
always have a bad effect on the 
heart, 
but. 
if discov ered and 
treated early, it is lik ely tha t the 
heart disease m ay nev er dev elop. 


Routine Ex amination 
Kidney disease in these y oung­ 
sters begins, as a rule, with an 
increase in blood pressure 
and 
the presence of album in in 
the 
urine, both of w hich 
could be de­ 
tected in routine ex amination if 
more attention were given 
to the 
fact tha t the diabetic child tends 
to develop k idney disease. 
M uch research is now being 
carried out on m ethods 
to treat 
k idney disease in such children. 
If and when a cure is found, 
the 
I last great obstacle tha t prev ents 
diabetic children from living 
a 
norm al life, w ith a full life 
ex ­ 
pectancy, will be overcome.

IT SOMETIMES seems to this 
writer that the problems of the

chosen the better way, by learn­ 
ing the really important thing*— 
the better life—instead of being 
over fearful of what they should 
have to eat or drink. 
What are the most important 
things in life? Just this art of 
learning to live happily first in the 
home; then in school; then in the 
world by treating everyone—our 
own kind of people, those of very 
different ways of life and varying 
backgrounds; from other nations 
—from all over the world—as we 
would be treated. In giving them 
the same consideration, kindness, 
forgiveness, understanding as we 
would give our own family and 
type of people. 
Paul gives us his views of what 
constitutes a happy home. He told 
the wife to submit to her husband 
as the head of the house We mod­ 
ems may disagree with this view 
and think more happiness comes 
when husband and wife treat each 
other as equals. 
We do agree that c h i l d r e n 
should obey and honor their par­ 
ents—providing the parents are 
truly worthy of such obedience 
and honor 
Also that husbands 
should love their wives and be 
true to them. 
In his last days on earth. Paul, 
imprisoned and facing martyrdom, 
wrote to bl* voune disciole, Tim­ 
othy, sending his love and longing 
to see this young man whom he 
regarded as his son. 
We do not know much about 
Timothy. His father was a Greek, 
and his mother Jewish. His home 
apparently was in Lystra. How­ 
ever, Paul recalls Timothy’* hap­ 
py home, where his devout mother 
and grandmother taught him the 
Scriptures; w h e r e undoubtedly 
family prayers were held; in brief, 
he was brought up to develop into 
fine young manhood and to carry 
the Master’s message to many, 
many people. He, too, It is be­ 
lieved, was martyred. 
Many children in the world to­ 
day have no homes. They have 
lost their p a r e n t s during the 
dreadful wars of otir time; lost 
their homes and must depend upon 
Christian people to provide even 
the barest necessities of life. 
There are. however, many good 
Christian people in the world—In 
our own country—who are taking 
such orphaned children, adopting 
them and giving them a chance to 
know what happy homes are. 
How much good such people are 
doing is incalculable. S o me of 
these very children may be the 
means of helping to bring God's 
peace to a world that sadly needs 
the Gospel message.
